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Clarence Coleman on the Political 
Situation in Louisville. 

'Louisville, Oct. 23. The democracy 
of I.ouiaville and Jefferson county send 
greetings to the faithful out in the 
State with assurances of a decided 
victory in the city as well as State on 
next Tuesday week. The writer, for 
one his age. has witnessed many big 
political demonstrations, but they all 
dwindle into inaigniAcance when com- 
pared to the reception given to Hon. 
William Jennings Bryan by a united 
democracy in this city. My pen is too 
feeble, my vocabulary entirely too lim- 
ited to describe or portray It on paper. 
The parade, which was 10 miles long, 
was the greatest thing ever pulled off 
in the South? men on horseback, in car- 
riages, automobiles, together with 40 
Bryan and Kern and Sherley Clubs 
marching on foot, the burning of two 
car-loads of Are works, 30 brass bands 
and hundreds of Aoata. banners and oth- 
er signs and placards was an imposing 
spectacle, and baffles description. The 
enthusiasm was unbounded and be- 
speaks the victory which is practically 
won. 

For the Arst time since UK the de- 
mocracy of Louisville is thoroughly unit- 
ed, enthusiastic and full of Aght. All 
dissension and strife has been buried 
and forgotten and the re-united democ- 
racy of the Fifth district is fighting 
man to man, shoulder to shoulder for 
Bryan, Kern and the straight demo- 
cratic ticket. 

In 1896, Bryan did not have the sup- 
port of a single I ^iu is vi lie newspaper. 
To-day the Courier Journal, Times, An- 
vteiger (German) and several smaller 
sheets are doing yeoman service for the 
cause of democracy. In '96 12.000 erst- 
while democrats of this city, led by 
Gen. Basil W. Duke, paraded the city 
in an anti-Bryan demonstration. To- 
day this same commander of Morgan s 
men could not muster a corporal a 
guard of so-called democrats. Such 
men as Henry Watterson. W. B. Hal- 
deman Bennett H. Young. Boyd Win- 
chester. John B. Castleman and hun- 
dreds of other big lights who went es- 
tray in that year are burning the most 
powder and Aring the biggest guns in 
the battle now raging Those who were 
for Bryan in his former co.npaigns are 
for him now and will stick to him thro’ 
thick and thin. 

Bryan delivered two speeches at 
Phoenix Hill, one in the auditorium to 
something like 10,000, another from the 
pavilion platform in the park to an au- 
dience that could scarcely be estimated. 
Fully <50,000 people were unable to gain 
admittance to either the park or audi- 
torium and Baxter Avenue wasaseeth- 
ing mass of humanity from its intersec- 
tion with Broadway on the Last to the 
railroad on the West, a distance of one 
Bile. Other speakers who addressed 
the crowds were ex -Congressman J as. 
Hamilton l-ewis, of Chicago. Congress- 
man Swager Sherley. Congressman Ben 
Johnson, of the Fourth district. Rev. 
Sam Small, of Georgia, and others. 

On the same night that Taft spoke to 
6.000 people in the Coliseum, the demo- 
crats held a big rally in the Masonic 
Theatre, and the crowd taxed the mam- 
moth building to its utmost capacity, 
many being unable to gain standing 
room. Speeches were made by Champ 
Clark, of Missouri, next speaker of the 
House, Joseph T. O’Neal, who left the 
party in 1906 to run for mayor, Herman 
D. Newcomb and Congressman Sherley. 
The reception tendered the former Ken- 
tuckian (Mr. Clark! in spite of the big 
republican guns in town, was pleasing 
to him. A week previous the opening 
gun of the democratic battle was tired 
at the Masonic when the veteran jour- 
nalist, Hon. Henry Watterson, ex-Sen- 
ator William Lindsay and Congressman 
Sherley spoke. This was Mr. Watter- 
son’s Arst and only speech of the cam- 
paign and it was a corker. Senator 
Lindsay received a great ovation and 
despite his AO-odd years was in the pink 
of condition and delivered one of the 
moat telling and effective speeches for 
democracy that has bean heard in Ken- 
tucky for years. The venerable states- 
man strayed away in 1696, sulked in 
1900, but is now back in harness and 
appealing to the gold democrats to ral- 
ly to Bryan's support in the Aght for 
the people’s rights as against the trusts 
and plutocratic government. 

Congressman Russell, of Missouri, 
has delivered two speeches, one in the 
city and one in the county in support of 
the democratic ticket. 

Bourke Cochran is yet to come, and 
suffice it to say, no hall in this city will 
accommodate the outpouring of people 
who will greet him. 

Louisville not only has a united de- 
mocracy, but that party has been ma- 
terially strengthened by recruits from 
the G. O. P. Many republicans have 
announced their intention of supporting 
the democratic ticket this year. While 
Taft was speaking in the Coliseum on 
Fourth Avenue, several hundred Ne- 
groes were holding an anti-Taft meet- 
ing on Walnut street. They have two 
Negro Bryan Clubs here and are to 
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have Bishop Watters, of New York, a 
prominent Negro, to address them. 
Fully 75 per cent, of the labor vote of 
this city, which includes most all of the 
railroad employes, will support Bryan. 
The ministers generally are for him, and 
altogether it looks mighty good for de- 
mocracy in the Fifth district. 

The democratic clubs of Ixiuisville 
and Jefferson county number about 40 
and others are being organized and 
meetings held in each ward of the city. 

The registration Agures are satisfac- 
tory to the democrats, giving them 
' about 5,200 majority out of a total of 
61,598. There are some 9.000 independ- 
ent and they will go to eight parties. 

Louisville, with a united party, is 
strongly democratic and haa returned 
substantial majorities for the party 
since 1901 until last year, when it went 
mad for Gov. Willson by several thous- 
and If the local democracy continues 
to gather recruits and no dissension ap- 
pears. I predict a majority in this city 
of from 3,000 to 6,000 for Bryan, Fern 
and Sherley. So mote it be.

She was the daughter of Thor. Hughes, 
deceased, who was one of the largest 
landowners in Fayette county. Mrs. 
McCreary, leaves but one child, Robert 
Hughes McCreary, who lives in Chi- 
cago. The burial occurred in the Rich- 
mond cemetery at 2 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon.

NEWS NOTES. 

Considerable snow fell at Kansas City 
Saturday night. 

Cracksmen raided the State Bank at 
Hartwell, Neb., and secured $8,400.

In Bath county three sportsmen were 
Aned $30 each for killing rabbits before 
the law is uut. 

The 162d anniversary of the found- 
ing of Princeton Universary was ob- 
served with appropriate exercises. 

The Treasury purchased 75,000ounces 
of silver for delivery at New Orleans 
and 50,000 ounces for delivery at Den- 
ver. 

Dr. Irving J. Cooke, a New York 
physician, accused of criminal practice, 
committed suicide at the Waldorf-As- 
toria Hotel. 

The Supreme Court of Neraska has 
sustained the legality of the Blue Laws 
of that State, which forbid almost all 
Sunday businessa transactions. 

Benson F. Bidwell and his son, Chas. 
Bidwill, convicted of swindling by ex- 
ploiting an alleged cold motor, were 
sentenced to serve from one to 10 years 
in the penitentiary by Judge Chetlain 
at Chicago. 

W. D. Van Horn, president of the 
union miners of the Terre Haute dis- 
trict. has obtained an injunction pre- 
venting President Lewis, of the United 
Mine Workers, from removing him 
from office. 

An epidemic of typhoid fever which 
has been prevalent in Montreal for sev- 
eral weeks is assuming serious propor- 
tions. All the city hospitals are Ailed 
to their capacity and are refusing addi- 
tional patients. 

John Ray. manager of the Climax 
Club at Lexington, was held up in the 
rooms'.of the club by a lone robber with 
a pistol, and the whole bank roll of the 
club, comprising about $1,100, was tak- 
en from a drawer. 

Circuit Judge Shaw created a sensa- 
tion when he reinstructed the Kenton 
county grand jury, demanding that they 
investigate gambling at the Latonia 
race track and to indict every one who 
is violating the law. 

The United States Circuit Court at 
St. Louis refused to grant an injunc- 
tion against the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to prevent its putting into 
effect an order lowering the tariff on 
cattle shipments from the Southwest. 

Broughton Brandenburg, the maga- 
zine writer who is alleged to have sold 
the bogus Cleveland letter to the New 
York Times, was arrested in Dayton, 
O.. as he was getting on board a train. 
Brandenburg was locked up in the po- 
lice station. 

F. S. Beauve, a rejected suitor of 
Mrs. F. S. Van Ingen, shot and killed 
her husdand as the couple were travel- 
ing toward New Orleans on their bridal 
tour. The murder occurred on a Texas 
and PaciAc train and the slayer was 
captured by the passengers. 

The mansion of Charles T. Yerkes in 
New York will probably be sold at auc- 
tion, his widow having taken no steps 
to defend the foreclosure proceedings 
brought to enforce a mortgage for $226,- 
000. By his will the traction magnate 
left the house and its inanv art treas- 
ures for a public museum after the 
death of hia wife. 

The Fayette county grand jury made 
a report on the Willis E. Smith disap- 
pearance case. The report states that 
after the examination of members of 
State University faculty and many 
students of the institution that no clew 
as to the fate of the missing student 
was found. Consequently no indict- 
ments were returned against any of the 
alleged “hazers. ’’

Wherever I go I run across the IN- 
TERIOR Journal. Even Uncle Green, 
1,200 miles away from Stanford, gets 
the I. J. My wife, John Jr., and my- 
self are enjoying good health and have 
stood the trip well. We will leave here 
Tuesday for Oklahoma to aee Dwight 
Root, one of my nephews, and family. 
From there we will go back to DallaR, 
Texas, where another cousin, Murphy 
Popplewell, and family, reside. The 
people of Texas are enjoying a good 
season in which to gather their cotton, 
of which they have an abundance. Cot- 
ton is bringing from 8c to 8} cents per 
pound, which ia rather low, but the 
yield is so great it will make up for the 
low price. 

This is certainly a Ane country and 
its inhabitants are prosperous. There 
are not enough republicans here to let 
a person know there is a republican 
party, and therefore there are no polit- 
ical speeches like I see you are having 
in Kentucky, but I tell them all that 
our State ia going all right next month. 

I have not yet seen anything in the 
way of a farm that I considered a bar- 
gain. Land runs in prices from $50 to

been too much rain here and it has ef- 
fected the corn crop to such an extent 
Ihot some are complaining a great deal, 
but notwithstanding that, you can see 
indications of wealth on every hand. 
The people like nice houses but don’t 
seem to care for nice looking farms for 
they let the weeds grow at will.
